Claim 1 recites a method for creating a narrow linewidth hybrid semiconductor laser with a step of using stand-offs manufactured by 
micromachine process. Applicant argues that Lee does not teach or suggest the use of micromachine to manufacture the stand-offs. 
Applicant's argument is not persuasive because micromachine is an indefinit language and the use of micromachine for laser is well know 
in the art as shown in the Haugsjaa et al. patents 5,999,269 and 6,023,339 as attached with this Office action. Therefore, the claims are 
not patentable over the art of the rejection. 
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
